Applicants received a Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief dated October 
26, 2007. The Notification indicated that the brief did not contain a concise statement of 
each ground of rejection presented for review or an argument under a separate heading 
for each ground of rejection on appeal. In an explanation section, the Notification stated 
that the grounds of rejection and arguments sections are inconsistent with the Final 
Rejection regarding the 102b and 103a rejections. 

Applicants respectfully note that a concise statement of each rejection presented 
for review is provided on page 9 of Applicants 1 Appeal Brief. In particular, Applicants 
are presenting for review whether or not "claims 12 and 28 are anticipated under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) by Verhelf et al. (U.S. Patent 6,843,435)." This rejection of claims 12 
and 28 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) is consistent with the rejection noted on page 2 of the 
Final Office Action dated May 1 7, 2007. 




COMMUNICATION 



It is further noted that while the Final Office Action includes 103 rejections to 
other claims, Applicants do not, at this time, wish to present those grounds of rejection 
for review. Applicants only wish to present for review the § 102(b) rejections of 
independent claims 12 and 28. 

It is respectfully submitted that Applicants have provided a concise statement of 
each ground presented for review , as required under 41.37(C)(l)(vi) (see also MPEP 
1205.02). The arguments presented under separate heading on page 10 of Applicants' 
Appeal Brief similarly comply with the requirement to provide contentions with respect 
to each ground of rejection presented . (See again MPEP 1205.02.)
